The press dispatches of yesterday 
morning present too meagre a report of 
the action of the regular democratic state 
committee of New York, to enable any 
one to ascertain exactly what was or was 
not accomplished. The committee met 
to decide how and when a nomination 
should be made for the vacancy created 
by the death of Sanford E. Church in the 
chief court of the state, and to consider 
the state of the canvass generally. No 
other state officer is to be elected this 
year. The republicans determined last 
week not to hold a convention for the 
purpose of selecting a candidate for the 
vacancy, and their state committee 
placed in nomination Governor Cor- 
nell’s appointee, Judge Folger. The 
Tammany state committee had called a 
convention to meet onthe 7th of next 
month. This was the situation when 
the regular democratic committee met on 
Friday last to decide what it would do. 
It named the 28th doy of September and 
Saratoga as the time and place for a con- 
vention to nominate a candidate for the 
vacant jydgeship. 

As far as we are able to form an opin- 
ion on the scanty report before us, the 
postponement of the convention to 80 
lateaday wasa mistake. In 1876 the 
democrats of New York were divided 
jurtas they are to-day; the differences 
between the two factions were as wide 
and bitter as now; but the St. Louis con- 
vention had scarcely adjourned before 
Mr. Tiden took steps to unite the de- 
mocracy of the state, and the two wings 
solidly faced the republicans from the 
start, winning a _ glorious victory. 
Over two months have passed 
since General Hancock was placed 
in nomination, and yet no 
efficient measures have been taken to 
harmonize the party in the pivotal state.

A Citizen of the Woods. 

‘It is only of late years that the general | 
public has begun to manifest an interest 
in the life and writings of Henry David 
| Thoureau, a New England poet who found 
it as impossible to write verse as to con- 
form to the limitations of society. It is 
probable that few readers of Taz Consti- 
tution have ever taken the trouble to in- 
terest themselves in the peculiarities of 
this unhappy individual who, by experi- 
menting with the discomforts of the wil- 
derness, endeavored to live for himself 
alone, and few of them, it may be added, 
would appreciate or sympathize with the 
transcendental mood in which he ad- 
dresses posterity. He is a subject for 
magazine-writers and others who roam 
up and down through the libraries in 
search of dainty padding for articles that 
will fetch a check from the dainty edi- 
tors. That is to say, the general public 
will continue to ignore Thoreau for the 
reason that the general public will never 
forgive a person who is minus the busi- 
ness qualifications which may now-a-days 
be discovered in the tail-piece of any 
well-regulated sonnet. Whatever is seri- 
ous in art or in literature smacks of in- 
sanity, so far as the general public is 
concerned, and upon a question of this 
kind itis unprofitable, if not unwise, to 
protest against the sweeping verdict 
which the general public chooses to 
bring in. 

The truth is, while Thoreau was whol- 
ly serious in the attitude he assumed, he 
was insincere—as insincere as the major- 
ity of those who, in the magazines and 
elsewhere, have commented with so 
much sham relish upon his position; and 
the piquancy of his writings depends 
altogether upon 4 sympathetic apprecia- 
tion of their stagey qualities. The reader 
must be keenly alive to the fact that he 
is dealing with one who is as free [rot 
any morbid traits as any yankee cracker 
from Maine to Georgia: who at once 
plays the part of satirist and illustrates 
the satire. From this standpoint, the 
best of his writings are inimitable; from 
any other, the verdict of the general 
public is more than justified. We are 
bound to suspect that the philosopher is 
wiser than he would have us believe 
that there is something s®aibbornly prac- 
tical about a man who cannot write poet- 
ry. Emerson has summed up the chief 
characteristics of Thoreau’s life. He 
was bred to no profession; he never 
married; he lived alone; he never went 
to church; he refused to vote; he paid 
no taxes; he ate no flesh, used no tobacco, 
drank no wine; in short, he renounced 
the latitude as well as the limitations 
that men find in society, and went to 
dwell in the woods, where he built his 
own cabin, washed his own clothes and 
baked his own bread. He sympathized 
only with his own conceit, and mooned 
around through the wilderness with 
spiders’-webs in his hair, finding his way 
with the instincts of a savage and 
enjoying his own humor as 
only an untrained comedian 
can. He had nosins to be sorry for, and 
no virtues to be proud of. Even hisself- 
denial is without a trace of moral effect.

We have already made editorial allu- 
sion to the letter of Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son, suggesting an exhibition of the tools, 
implements and machinery now used in 
the culture and marketing of cotton, and 
to-day we give the letter itself. Such an 
exhibition as Mr. Atkinson proposes 
would undoubtedly prove to be of sur- 
passing interest and value to the planters 
and manufacturers of cotton, and would 
act as a stimulus to invention in the way 
of improving the primitive methods now 
employed in the production of the staple. 

The New York Herald, recom- 
mending Mr. Atkinson’s propo- 
al to the attention and _ co-op- 
eration of northern manufacturers 
and southern planters, suggests that New 
York city is the proper place for such an 
exhibition. We presume cur contempo- 
rary is led to make this suggestion 
through considerations of local pride. 
New York is certainly the commercial 
metropolis of the country, and her busi- 
ness men are interested in the objects of 
such an exhibition. At the same time, 
all the conditions of success seem to sug- 
gest that the proposed exhibition be held 
in the heart of the cotton belt, and if this 
point be conceded, then it must be ad- 
mitted that the proper place is Atlanta. 

It is important, in the first place, that 
the northern manufacturers and imple- 
ment-makers should come into the cotton 
country and make a personal survey of 
the field under the guidance of the 
planters themselves. ‘In the second place, 
the planters would be averse to going to 
New York, A few would doubtless con- 
seat to attend, but the delegation would 
be neither large nor _ influential. 
On the contrary, every section of 
the south would be glad to send 
representatives to Atlanta, while the 
holding of the proposed exhibition in 
this city would give hundreds of the 
busiest and brainiest men of the north 
a reasonable excuse for visiting the south 
and forming new and pleasanter impres- 
sions of our citizens, as well as giving 
them the amplest opportunities, under 
the most tavorable conditions, of inves- 
tigating the needs and requirements of 


cotton culture.

A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT.

On Friday morning last, Mr.J. A. Broxton, 
who livesin the Thiru district of Dooly county, 
was being assisted by several of his neighbors in 
repairing his gin house—raising the building and 
putting in new ills. Suddenly the timbers gave 
way, and the building fell—seriously wounding 
several of the men,and perhaps mortaily injur- 
ring Mr. D. G. Quattlebaum and oneor two 
colored men. Mr. Jerry Broxtun, father of Mr, 
J. A. Broxton, was struck on the 
head by one of the sills, and the hair 
and flesh were torn off, and his hand also badiy 
hurt. Mr. E. Z. Dennis, his son-in-law, was 
' s'ightiy hurt. Mr. D. G. Quattlebaum, another 
son-in-law of Mr. Broxton, was caught beneath a 
falling sill and pressed into the earth. His right 
thigh was broken, and his left arm broken in two 


pleces—near the wrist and near the elbow— 
and the bone _—icoff the arm liter- 
ally crushed to  pieces—tie flesh hor- 


ribly torn, ete. His left leg was caught beneath 
the wreck, and all the bone on the lower part was 
torn from the bone. He lay beneath the 
wrecked building until his friends dug him out 
with spades and hoes. Four colored men—Paul 
English, Jim Bullard. Jess Wooten and Rich 
Thomas—were wounded by the falling build- 
ing. Drs. R. H. Pate, L. W. Mobley and 
Johnson were sent for, and promptly 
arrived and rendered all surgical aid possible. 
At last accounts Mr. Quattlebaum was living, 
aad wasio the full possession of all his senses. 
Nota murmur of pain eseiped his lips, and be 
endured the dressing of the wounds without com- 
plaint. It was feared that when the system 
reacted his injuries would become paiufyl if not 
unendurabie.

utterly failed in Jamaica andthe islands 
were almost ruined; it would bave failed 
here, with similar results; but instead of 
failure we bave echieved a great economic 
success, and although a short period of mis- 
government has happened in our southern 
states fromthe sudden exercise cf power 
by the most ignorant classes, their tempo- 
rary abu:e of power has pa sex by. The 
south may nowke “solid” in respect to 
national questions, and it is donbtiess true 
tliat wrong methods of intimidation and of 
fraud nave been used and will be used 
again in several southern states in the 
ensuing national election; but in 
respect to local questions and local election» 
the south is no longer solid, but is beney- 
combed with new forces. Men iu posses- 
sion of the ballot cannot leig be abused, 
There is more danger ev corruption to-day, 
among the colore? voters from the attempts 
that have Jven meade to cater to and to 
diyige‘he black vote on local issues than 
inere is of intimidation on national ques- 
tions. This has been made apparent in 
Virginia, in the city elections in Charleston 
and in many other cases; but this difficulty 
will finally be surmounfed as intelligence 
and education are promoted and extended 
THE REIGN OF COTTON, 
The true forces now in action in the south 
are industrial forces; the opportunities to 
apply im provements and inventions and for 
the accuinulation of widely diffused wealth 
by rightful methods. The true reconstruc- 
tion and the real union that are now being 
consummated are by means of these indas- 
trial forces, and in this work cotton has 
been and will be the most potent force of 
all. For a century the limitations of 
slavery kept the treatment of the cotton 
plant subject tothe most barbarous condi- 
tions, with the use of the rudest tools and 
the most wasteful methods. No matter how 
intelligent the planters might be (and no 
more intelligent men could have been found 
cultivating the land in any country in 
the world than a poriion of their number), 
“and were yet restricted by their system of 
labor to the most unfit and wasteful 
methods. Slavery may have had some 
moral and political compensations to offset 
its evils, but as a system Of labor there was 
no compensation. To the economist it pre- 
sented nothing but the most conclusive evi- 
dence of absurdly wasteful barbarism. It 
was neither cheap, effective nor productive. 
Since liberly gave the opportunity for 
change a vast progress has been made. The 
very habit of the cotton plant it-elf has been 
altered, It has been forced to mature 
earlier. It has been made stronger 
to resist its insect enemies. It has been made 
more prolific, and although the testimony 
is almost conclusive that the laborers 
in the cotton fields are now less numerous 
than before the war, because more males 
and less women and children are now work- 
ed, their labor is so much more effective 
that the fifteen crops of free labor exceed 
the fifteen last crops made by the labor of 
slaves by 9,600,000 bales, worth in gold coin 
fully 000,000. When the crop now 
about to be gathered is numbered, if the 
season end as propitiously as it has begun, 
it will be more than double the average of 
the fifteen ante-war crops, and at least 
twenty five per cent in excess of the largest 
crop ever raised by the labor of slaves.

[hese pans are ten in number, eleven feet 
in length and forty-one inches wide The 
oven is built of brick and is about the size 
of an ordinary room. Onerevoluticnof the 
wheel is time enough for the covuking to 
take place, ard as soon as a waiter filed 
with unc oked crackers desceuds, another, 
full of nicely cooked ones takes its place. 
These crackers are then removed and un- 
cooked ones put in their piaces with 
remarkable rapidity, the cooking capacity 
of this one oven being ninety barrels of 
flour per day, or about nineteen thousand 
calle of crackers. ‘The capacity of the 
' cutter is sixty barrels of flour per day. The 
factory is also supplied witb a ‘soft dough 


Passing from this fluor up into thé third 
candy factory, where twelve men were 
engaged, turning out twenty four hun- 
dred pounds of candy per day. This 
department is wholly uuable to supply the 
demands of the trade, and ifs capecity is to 
be doubled in a few days. The reader may 
ask where ali these goodsgo. They are 
shipped to the uttermost limitsof Atlanta’s 
extensive trade, and Mr Jack tinds ready 
sale for all he can manufacture. Having 
been in the candy and cracker manufactur 
ing business for twenty-four years, he cab 
justly claim a ripe experience, 
Energy, perseverance, fair dealing 
and clear-hbeadedness have placed 
bim among the foremost cracker and candy 
manufacturers of the south, the capacity of 
his factory being fulty ove half more than 
any other in thecity.
